A Good Suggestion 


DITOR. DUNCAN of the Drumheller Mail has made a suggestion to 
the citizens of his city that the decorative street lights, switched on 


every week-end and over the Yuletide holiday, be changed somewhat 
this year. He proposes that the usual red, green and. yellow lights 
be substituted by red, white and blue ones . This to us sounds like 
a good suggestion, under present world-wide conditions, and would, 
add a patriotic atmosphere to the main street of the community. 

We would like to see a suggestion of this nature made to the 
local Board of Trade who have several strings of decorative lights 
erected in Bassano during the holiday season. In all probability this 
year, as in the past, a large number of bulbs will have to be replaced 
before the lights are erected. The committee in charge of replacing 
and erecting the lights could purchase red, white and blue lights just 
as cheaply as the other colored bulbs, and the effect created would 
justify the small expenditure. If the Board can not see its way clear 
to buy bulbs for all strings, at least one or two could be fixed up this 
way. 
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Pay For Prisoners 


Y INTERNATIONAL Convention, German officers held as Prisoners 
of War in Canada are entitled to receive certain pey which is re- 


coverable from the German government. Similarly British and 
Canadian officers, held in Germany, are entitled to pay, recoverable 
from the government in whose service they belong. 


The governing International Convention is that relating to 
the treatment of Prisoners of War ratified by the Dominion of Canada 
on February 20th, 1983 and agreed to by some thirty-nine of the various | 
powers of states.. Article 23 provides that officers who are Prisoners 
of War shall receive certain pay. From this pay, states Lieut.-Colonel 
H. Stethem, Assistant Director of Internment Operations, the officers 
pay for their clothing and food. There is actually no cash transac- 
tion, the money being placed to the credit of their accounts, against 
which they receive Camp token: money or make Camp purchases which 
are subsequently paid for through their accounts. They receive pay 
according to their rank based. on the German rates of pay in Reichs- 
marks, converted into sterling at a rate agreed on by the Governments 
of the United Kingdom and Germany, in accordance with Article 23 
of the Convention. The rate of conversion from sterling to Canadian 
currency is that set by the Foreign Exchange Control Board. 


Observance of international law in regard to Prisoners of 
War is insured by bi-monthly inspections made of all Internment Camps 
in Canada and in Germany by the protecting powers. Canadian 
interests are represented in Germany by the United States Embassy 
in Berlifi and by the International Red Cross. German interests in 
Canada are represented by the Consul General of Switzerland and his 
representatives. 


“It must be remembered,” Lieut.-Colonel Stethem adds, “that 
British Officers in Germany are also receiving their pay from the 
German authorities, and the same is recoverable from the British Gov- 
ernment. Furthermore, it must be remembered that, for every 
German Officer in Canada, there are, probably, four British Officers 
held in Germany, and the various people who suggest ill-treatment 
of these Officers do not realize that such ill-treatment would provide 
an excuse for ill-treating many times the number of British officers 
and other ranks in Germany. 


“The International Convention Relative to the Treatment of 
Prisoners of War is one of the few international laws relating to war- 
fare which is, at least to some extent, being adhered to in the present 
conflict, possibly, because its Articles provide for the employment of 
a protecting power to ensure its enforcement, and, possibly, because 
the matters with which it deals provide a practical means of retaliation 
in the event of non-observance.” 
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Curfew May Not Be Amiss 


C ONSIDERABLE unfavourable comment has been going the rounds 


in town during the past week or ten days with regards to the 


actions of some of our younger generation. We refer to the acts of 
vandalism of boys of public school age, acts which have varied from 
the destroying of othe peoples’ property, to taking candy away from 
children younger than themselves. Needless to say, people of the 
community are surprised to hear of. the doings of these young boys, 
as up to the present time little trouble has been created through their 
actions. However, now that they are becoming bolder and more 
frequent with their mischievious and destructive undertakings, it is 
time that some definite action was taken to correct them. 


Parents of the young lads could do more in teaching proper | 5 


conduct and care for other people’s property, However, if parents 
are not willing to co-operate, more drastic steps can be taken to bring 
the vandals to time. For instance, reports indicate that a large 
portion of the destruction to public property has been done during 
evening hours. In a good number of communities throughout the 
province, curfew by-laws are in effect, prohibiting children from appear- 
ing on the streets after certain hours of the evening unless accompany- 
ing their parents. A by-law of this nature could be enacted by the 
local council, and children would then be forced to stay at home at 
night. It does not seem fair that all the children of’ the community 
should suffer because of the actions of a few, but unless vandalism is 
discontinued, some definite steps will have to be taken,
